WILMINGTON - 
tors’ strike has 
Wilmington. 

For several days last week, 
Analog Devices on Woburn 
Street was the site of a rally of 
janitors who have taken their 
cue from the strike that started 
in the city of Boston late last 
month. The janitors, who are 
protesting their working condi- 
tions, are affiliated with Unicco 
Service Company. They were 
not employees of Analog

The janitors, who are mem- 
bers of the Local 254 of the 
Service Employees 
International Union (SEIU), 
were protesting against 
Unicco, a nationwide mainte- 
nance service provider who 
have many of the major clean- 
ing contracts in the Greater 
Boston Area. The janitors’ 
strike started on September 30 
in downtown Boston. 

The janitors are striking to 
gain health insurance because 
three out of four employees are 
reportedly uninsured. They are 
also seeking more full-time 
jobs and better pay. Some of 


the janitors who are striking, 
most of whom are part-time 
employees, make $39 a day. In 
the eyes of the janitors, such 
pay does not rise to the level of 
what they would call a “living 
wage.” 

According to Wilmington 
Police Sergeant J. Christopher 
Neville, a police detail was 
present at the Woburn Street 
company for a couple of days 
last week, just in case a prob- 
lem arose. For the most part, 
though, says Sergeant Neville, 
the five or six protestors did 
not cause a significant obstruc- 
tion, There was a call or two to 
police in which it was request- 
ed that the protestors be moved 
back onto the sidewalk during 
their rally because they were 
reportedly blocking a driveway. 

“Apparently, some of their 
janitors are organized with the 
protesting group that is effect- 
ing the city of Boston,” said 
Neville. 

Neville said that no calls have 
been received by the police 
department 


the Corporate Communications 
Department in Norwood, 
Massachusetts, said that the- 
protest rally was not disruptive 
to the company’s Wilmington. 
operations. 

“I think they were on a bus. 
and stopped at our Wilmington 
plant for a short period of time 
and then they‘moved to anoth- 
er location,” said Tagliaferro. 
She added that the protestors 
were very cordial and did not 
cause a problem. 

A representative of the 
Wilmington-based Analog 
Devices did not return phone 
calls made by the Town Crier 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

Those protesting at the 
Wilmington site were not in 
negotiations with Analog 
Devices or its cleaning contrac- 
tor, according to Tagliaferro. 
She believed that they stopped 
at the Woburn Street facility 
because their contractor is 
affiliated with Unicco and they 
were showing their solidarity 
with their colleagues in Boston. 

Unicco employs 20,000 men 
and women across the country, 
supplying a variety of facility 
maintenance services.

Filling That Vacancy 


Will the third time be the charm for the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen? ‘ vor 

Or will it be strike three? 

We're talking about that pesky selectman vacancy, of course, 
the one that has been available on the board since July when its 
occupant, Scott Garrant, resigned. For many residents and town 
officials, though, the open seat has become better known for the 
large number of candidates it has attracted and the equally large 
number of ties that it has produced when selectmen bumbled 
through countless attempts to vote and fill the spot. 

'The selectmen tried duringtwo consecutive meetings tonominate 
a candidate, any candidate, to replace Garrant. After the first 
rneeting on September 9, it was easy to step back, regard the board 
as a whole, and feel disappointment towards all four of its 
members for not being able to rise above politics, shake loose 
from the paralysis of gridlock, and find the three votes needed to 
welcome one of the candidates to join them. After the second 
meeting, though, it was reasonable to conclude that the current 
string of nominating fiascoes has become, in part, a failure of 
leadership by Selectmen Chairman Robert Cain.

Early into the meeting, a letter, written by Town Counsel child’ 


Michael Newhouse, was read into the record by Town Manager 
Michael Caira. The letter quotes a passage from Robert's Rules 


of Order that states that “one who is constantly raising points of hid oe 


order and insisting upon strict observance of ‘every rule in a 
peaceable assembly . . . makes himself a nuisance, hinders 
business, and prejudices people against parliamentary law.” 

In many instances, this passage can be proven true. In the 
situation involving the vacancy on the Board of Selectmen, 
however, it has been evoked to pretty much tell residents to “shut 
up and sit down.” : 

One such resident would be Karl Sagal, who is a candidate for 
the available seat. At the September 9 meeting, Sagal respected 
Cain’s authority to choose the procedure to appoint a new 
selectman, but he pressed the chairman to define that mechanism 
and make it official with the Office of the Town Clerk. Sagal made 
his case during a presentation that, at first, seemed a bit 
overblown with its charts, packets and professorial delivery, but 
by the end of the lightning rounds of failed nominations he 
appeared to many to be onto something. Sagal might 
tweak his style of presentation, but the substance of his argument 
does not make him a nuisance. 

Atone point during the September 23 meeting, Cain glossed over 
the list of ten candidates who had made their bids for the vacancy 
official and plucked from the audience a resident who had not 
expressed interest in the position. That resident would be Daniel 
Wandell, Jr.

It was here 
that Cain actually asked if McCoy's and Lepore’s votes constituted 
abstentions, a scenario that would have secured Wandell’s 
nomination and perhaps placed him closer to claiming the 
vacancy. McCoy asserted to Cain what everyone else in the room 
must have seen clearly; That the two votes cast by McCoy and 
Lepore were against Wandell.

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When a Wakefield woman named Barbara lost her battle with cancer on 
September 12, 2002, it wasn’t just her human friends and family who felt the 
loss - so did her dozens of feline friends. 


it was necessary. 


as a guardian angel to a colony of 
feral cats, feeding the wild felines every single day and getting them medical attention when 


The term feral cats describes domesticated feline breeds which are left to survive by their 
own devices in the wild. It’s estimated that as many as 2 million of these untamed cats live 
in Massachusetts alone, many of whom go through their entire lives without coming in direct 


contact with a human. 


After Barbara’s death, the 
47 cats of the Wolverton 


Wolverton Colony had 
become dependent on 
Barbara for sustenance, 
especially due to the lack of 
natural resources in an 
urban setting. And now, the 
colony’s only chance of sur- 
vival relies on the good will 
of animal lovers in Wakefield 
and beyond. 

“While I was on the Board 
of Directors for PAWS (the 
Proteetion of Animals in 
Wakefield Society), I learned 
that a woman in Wakefield 
had been feeding this colony 
and doing so for thirteen- 
plus years. I became 
acquainted with her because 
she was hand-catching many 
of the feral kittens which 
were then placed into foster 
homes, tamed and adopted 
out by PAWS,” explained ani- 
thal lover and Wakefield res- 
ident John Davis. 

Then, a startling realiza- 
tion - nothing had been done 
to: sterilize the cats of the 
Wolverton Colony, thus 


at a rapid clip. 

So this past January, 
PAWS teamed up with 
Barbara, under the agree- 
ment that she would help 
catch the adult felines using 
humane box traps, under the _ 
condition that the cats would 
be released back into the 
wild to live out the rest of 
their days. 

Once the untamed adult 
cats were captured, PAWS 
brought the animals to local 
veterinary clinics where 
they were each given a basic 
medical exam, spayed or 
neutered and treated for any 
worms or parasites. 

“We're not talking about 
tame house cats that hap- 
pened to get lost. By nature 
feral cats are extremely 
scared of humans - they run 
away from people, stay well 
hidden and it would take a 
great deal of time, effort and 
money to try and tame them 
and PAWS doesn’t have the 
resources. And even if the 
resources were there, a sig- 
nificant percentage of those 
adult cats would never be 
adoptable - they've been out 
in the wild so long and don’t 
know how to be a pet,” Davis 
explained. 

When all appeared to be 
going well - the cats were 
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receiving medical attention 
with help from PAWS and 
Barbara was keeping the 
critters very well fed, there 
was an unfortunate turn of 
events. A few months ago, 


she was diagnosed with a 


rapidly spreading form of 
cancer. 


“Once Barbara knew she 
could trust (PAWS) and that 
the cats wouldn’t be eutha- 
nized, she told us that she 
had been feeding a second 
colony - we've counted 23 
cats in that colony so far,” 
said Davis. 

He added, “When Barbara 
passed on, her daughter and

I started taking turns feeding 
the two colonies, but then her 
daughter decided to stop 
feeding - she explained that 
she really wasn't a cat per- 
son. Then I happened to stop 
by and visit the cats one day 
and it was obvious that they 
hadn't eaten in several days - 
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they all had a look in their 
eyes of ‘Aren’t you going to 
feed me?’ I just couldn’t let 
them go hungry, so I started 
feeding them by myself.” 
Davis soon realized that 
supporting the Wolverton 
Colony and the second small- 
er colony was no easy task. 
“It was costing me $10 a 
day to feed just the Wolverton 
Colony and after a while, I 
realized it was too much for 


one person to handle,” said 
Davis, who subsequently 
decided to reach out for help. 
After learning of the cats’ 
plight, a woman from the 
Everett/Revere area volun- 
teered to feed the smaller of 
the two colonies on a daily 
basis, and the good samari- 
tan even provides the food for 
the nearly two dozen feral 
felines.
